“I know so little about Mr. Bate that I am 
incapable of forming a theory as to the mo- 
tive for the murder.

The accusing finger of a corpse was the 
melodramatic method resorted to yesterday 
by Inspector Shippy to startle a confession 
from the men held for the murder of Natoli 
Selafani. With eight suspects under arrest.

Thus far neither the horror of the dead 
nor the acumen of a peddler's horse—his two 
attempts—has succeeded, but last night 
Shippy was reading The Murder in the 
Rue Morgue,” and the “ Spotted Band.“ To- 
day success may crown his efforts. 

In the morning the inspector confronted 
the prisoners but did not secure a confession.

Ten minutes later four detectives were 
hurrying to Mount Carmel cemetery, where 
Selafani had been buried. The grave was 
opened, the body taken out, and removed to 
the cemetery vault. There it was placed in 
a chair, the right hand pointing straight be- 
fore it, so that the guilt harrowed imagina- 
tion of a murderer brought face to face with 
the dead, would see the victim, risen from the 
grave, ‘accusing him with sightless eyes and 
stiffened finger. Such at least was Shippy's 
explanation to his detectives. * | 

A few minutes later and more detectives 
arrived, bringing with them four ot the sus- 
pects, Peter Miro, Frank Bell, Charles Ren- 
zino, and Joyce Toppin. Toppin, a negro, 
was the first taken into the vault. He started 
when he saw the ghastly figure and his knees 
sheok, but no cry of self-accusation burst 


.from his lips, as the inspector had hoped. 


Then Renzino was led into the gloomy room 
where the dead man was huddled in a chair. 
Not a muscle quivered when he faced the 
dead. Next Bell was placed before that ac- 
cusing finger. But he turned away indiffer- 
ently. 

Terrified but Does Not Confess. 

„Bring in Miro,” ordered Shippy in dis- 


gust. 

But Miro objected. He fought, cried, and 
begged as the detectives carried him intd the 
gloomy vault, where the dim light gleamed 
balefully on the inspector's new brass but- 
tons. He shuddered and covered his eyes 
when he saw the grewsome figure, but he did 
not confess. 

Then the dead was returned to its grave, 
the prisoners loaded into the patrol wagon, 


and the trip to the lockup made in silence.

GEN. LOUIS PALMA DI CESNOLA,. di- 
rector and trustee of the Metropolitan piu 
seum of Art, is dead at New York fram an 
acute attack of indigestion.

ELECTING DRAINAGE TRUSTEES. 

Senator Haas of the Twenty-fifth district 
has drafted a bill to do away with cumula- 
tive voting in the election of drainage trus- 
tees. It is a measure which the Cook coun- 
ty delegation should advocate and the gen- 
eral assembly pass. Then the voters of the 
drainage district will have an opportunity 
to say who shall be trustees and disburse 
the millions yet to be spent. 

Under the present method each party 
nominates five candidates, although there 
are nine places to be filled, and all the voters 
ean do is to defeat oneof the ten. A majority 
of the ten proposed for their suffrages may 
be objectionable ‘for one reason or another, 
but only on@man can be kept off the board. 

The execrable cumulative voting scheme 
which it is now sought to do away with 
was commended to Chicagoans when the 
drainage act was passed as being “ non-par- 
tisan.” It has made impossible the election 
by one party of all the trustees, but bas en- 
abled the bosses of the two parties to pick 
out the men who would best serve their pur- 
poses and then tender them to the voters 
in “ blocks of five.” A mode of election in 
which the people have had practically no 
voice has added enormously to the burdens 
of the taxpayers. 

Under the pretense of affection for a 


the respective party machines attempted to 
take over to themselves the business of elect- 
ing judges. They compelled the reélection 
of sitting judges they favored, whether the 
public did or did not, by refusing to put up 
against them candidates so that voters might 
express their sentiments. The field of choice 
was restricted, as it has been in the matter 
of drainage trustees. | 
Tun Trrsune denounced that usurpation 
of popular right and it has been stopped. It 
remains now to give the voters of the drain- 
age district an opportunity to elect their 
own trustees. Pass Senator Haas’ bill, and 
when the time approaches for the election to 
be held next fall to choose trustees, each of 
the two great parties will nominate nine 
men instead of five, and the voters will de- 
feat the nine worst instead of only the one 
worst. They will have an opportunity to 
scratch, and will use it. The party that 
puts up the most first-class, irreproachable 
men will secure more trustees than the other 
party, and there will be an efficien ted, 
and really non-partisan board. 
The taxpayers and voters of the drainage 
district, which now includes the whole city 
and Evanston, ought to unite in instructing 
their representatives to vote and work for 
the Haas bill.

PROGRESS IN RUSSIA. 

The Russian zemstvo is a provincial as- 
sembly, made up of representatives of the 
peasants, the landowners of the towns, and 
the landed proprietors, the noble landowners 
being the influential members. It has been 


‘the aim of the bureaucracy since the 
» gemstvos were created to cut down the lim- 
“ited powers originally given them, to pre- 


“vent their discussion of other than purely 
academic questions, and above all to prevent 
any attempts at unity of action among them. 

“The bureaucracy has been successful in this 
and the provincial assemblies have been 
made, from its point of view, quite harm- 
less. 

It is, indeed, startling to witness even an 
es informal gathering of delegates from the 
various zemstvos. A year ago a confer- 
enee of that kind would have been impossi- 
ble. It is still more startling that the mem- 
bers of the conference should prepare a 
memorial to the czar in which they say it is 


necessary for national development that 


there should be national représentation in 


the form of a special elective body to enact 


laws for the country. The memorialists 
condemn the bureaucratic system. They 
ask that rural self-government be released 
from administrative tutelage; that a greater 
measure of civil and political rights should 
be conferred on the peasants, and that con- 
science, speech, and press shall be free. 

Russian censorship is not so rigorous as it 
has been, but it is stated that the St. Peters- 


burg papers have printed neither the con- 


clusions nor the discussions of the confer- 
ence. They are not sure of their ground. 
They are by no meaus certain that the czar 
will act favorably on the memorial. While 
the papers print nothing, educated Russians 
know all that is going on, and those among 
them who long for freer institutions areina 
state of ill-suppressed excitement. They 
can think of little else. 

It is more than likely that the czar will not 
graut all the memorialists ask for. What- 
ever influence the autocracy and the 
church may have will be exerted to prevent 
His complying with a single request. But 
if he grant anything, that will be progress. 


The fact that the memorial, emanating from 
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greatly to increase. 

President Roosevelt brought out this fact 
and one of its causes in his address at the 
unveiling of the statue of Frederick the 
Great. The blood of almost every civilized 
people—of Irishmen, Englishmen, Germans, 
Italians, Frenchmen, Slavs, Greeks, and 
Seandinavians—runs in American veins, 
This unprecedented intermixture of the 
practical genius of the Englishman with the 
imagination of the Italian, of the steady 
industry and somb@ temper of the Teuton 
with the mercurial habits and joyous disposi- 
tion of the Greek and thé Latin, could not 
fail in any circumstances to produce a race 
essentially different from any of those from 
which it sprang. 

But not only is this intermixture of races 
unprecedented. The conditions under which 
it is happening also are unique. There have 
been intermixtures of races before on a 
smaller scale, but there never was one where 
such’tomplete equality of conditions and op- 
portunity existed. Equality tends to make 
the amalgamation of the various peoples 
more rapid; and it also enables each to exert 
its proportionate influence on feelings, man- 
ners, and government. 

Henry Thomas Buckle believed that the 
climate of a country formed, in the long run, 
the minds and characters of its people. The 
inhabitants of the tropics were indolent and 
unprogressive because the bountiful earth 
provided for almost all their wants, while 
the industry and progressiveness of those of 
temperate regions were born of their suc- 
cessful struggles to make niggardly nature 
yield them a living. Buckle’s generalization 
was too sweeping, but unquestionably pe- 
culiarities of climate have helped mold the 
personality of all nations, and are helping 
shape the personality of ours.

EN. BARON KAULBARS, who has 

just been appointed by Emperor Nich- 

olas to the command of the third 

army in Manchuria, has been little 

heard 6f abroad since eighteen years 
ago he was dispatched from Vienna, where 
he held the post of military attaché of the 
Muscovite embassy, to Sofia to secure the 
abdication of Prince Alexander, and the elec- 
tion in his stead of some one agreeable to the 
late czar. To this day the real aause of 
Prince Alexander of Battenberg’s abdication 
is shrouded in mystery, of the character of 
which but few people are aware, among them 
Baron Kaulbars. 

It may be remembered that the prince had 
been seized in his own palace at Sofia and 
forcibly abducted Into Russian territory un- 
der circumstances without parallel in modern 
times. He had been subjected to every possi- 
ble indignity by his Muscovite captors, and 
was only set free after several days’ deten- 
tion in Russia in deference tost protests 
on the part of the western po against 
such high handed treatment. 


— 

Prince Alexander, emboldened by the sup- 
port of the great powers, and strong, too, in 
the manifestation of his popularity, which 
his abduction had called forth throughout 
Bulgaria, returned to Sofia, being greeted 
everywhere as a hero and as the idol of his 
people, who could not forget how he had led 
them to victory in the battle of Slivinitza 
against the Servians. On the evening of his 
arrival in his capital he, however, received 
a visit from Baron Kaulbars, then merely a 
colonel. What passed between them few 
know. But at the close of the interview 
every vestige of the pluck and spirit for 
which the prince had been famous had dis- 
ap He seemed prostrated and com- 
pletely broken by the message conveyed to 
him by the baron, and to the amazement of 
all Europe announced that he had decided to 
abdicate at once and to leave Bulgaria for- 
ever. 

This information was conveyed to the as- 
tounded Bulgarians on the following morn- 
ing in a proclamation couched in language 
of the most abject submissiveness to Russia, 
and humbly recommending not only the 
Bulgarian people but also himself to the fa- 
vor and mercy of the czar. 5 

Alexander's abdication was seized as a 
pretext by the late czar for depriving him of 
his rank of general in the Russian army, and 
of his Muscovite orders, won when fighting 
in the Russian ranks against the Turks in 


Nor did this constitute the only display of 
Emperor Alexander’s sentiments with regard 
to the prince, of which he had given the first 
evidence at the time of his coronation at 
Moscow, where he treated the Bulgarian 
ruler with such manifest disdain and con- 
tempt as to excite not only the wonder but 
also the embarrassment of all present. For 
when the colossally rich Russian heiress, 
Princess Youssoupoff, was about to be mar- 
ried to Prince Alexander the czar compell 
her to break her engagement. And some 
years later, when the prince was about to 
wed Princess Victoria of Prussia, a sister of 
the present emperor of Germany, the czar 


once more intervened on the eve of the day 


appointed for the wedding at Windsor castle, 
and threatened the prince that if he dared to 
pursue his project of allying himself matri- 
monially with a princess of one of the prin- 
cipal reigning houses of Europe he, the czar, 
would feel compelled to prevent the union by 
making public to the world the damaging 
secret which he possessed concerning him. 

It was this, and this alone, that led Prince 
Alexander of Battenberg to secretly marry 
Mile. Loisinger of the Darmstadt opera 
house, daughter of the valet and of the cook 
of the old Austrian Gen. Fabini, thus placing 
himself once and for all time in such a posi- 
tion that he could not be held to his promise 
to wed Princess Victoria of Prussia—now 
Princess Adolph of Schaumburg-Lippe—and 
thus, too, satisfying the late czar that he 
would never again emerge from the obscurity 
into which he sunk when he took a menial's 
daughter for his wife and adopted the name 
of Count Hattenau. That Prince Alexan- 
der’s marriage to the actress was not a love 
match ts abundantly shown by the fact that 
a considerable portion of their wedded life 
was spent apart from ore another, she at 
Vienna, he at Grats. * 

Both Russian court officials, as well as 
members of the suites of English and Ger- 
man royalty who have visited Russia, have 
told me that it is impossible to form any idea 
of the not merely hatred but absolute loath- 
ing and contempt with which the late czar 
invariably expressed himself concerning this 
first cousin of his, who was regarded by peo- 
ple in general as the beau ideal of everything 
that was chivalrous, manly, handsome, and 
soldierly. It had nothing to do with his 
morganatic birth. For Emperor Alexander 
showed no such distaste for his other cous- 
ins, the prince’s brothers—namely: Louis, 
Henry, and Francis Joseph of Battenberg, 
sons of the late czarina's brother, Prince Al- 
exander of Hesse. Indeed, Prince Louis of 
Battenberg, now an admiral in the British 
navy, remains to such an extent persona 
gratissima at the court of St. Petersburg 
that he is frequently employed by King Ed- 
ward on confidential personal missions to 
Russia. The hatred of the late czar for Alex- 
ander of Battenberg was essentially individu- 
al, and what its cause and what the secret 
which gave him so great a power over the 
prince Gen. Baron Kaulbars knows, 


After the departure of Prince Alexander 
from Sofia Kaulbars remained on in Bulgaria 
as Russian plenipotentiary, but was not a 
success as a diplomat. For he failed in the 
most lamentable manner to secure the elec- 
tion of a candidate satisfactory to the czar. 
Stambuloff, strong in the feeling that he had 
the moral support of several of the great 
powers of Europe, made use of his position 
as premier and virtual dictator of Bulgaria 
to resist the browbeating methods of Kaul- 
bars, and eventually the latter departed in 
disgust with the entire staff of the Russian 
mission in Bulgaria, the national legislature 
of which elected, on the nomination of Stam- 
buloff, Prince Ferdinand of Coburg. The 
latter accepted the throne, although he had 
personally pledged his word of honor to 
Prince Lobanoff, the Russian ambassador 


at Vienna, that he would not take it, and as 


long as the late czar remained alive he de- 
clined to recognize Ferdinand or to hold any 
cémmunication whatsoever with him, as a 
man who had violated his pledge, and as a 
prince without honor. ms 

Prince Ferdinand only secured pardon from 
Russia and recognition by the present czar 
through rendering complete submission to 
the will of the St. Petersburg government 
and causing the conversion of his eldest boy, 
at that time a child of 4, from the Roman 
Catholic church to the orthodox Greek faith— 
that is to say, to the faith of the czar—there- 
by once again violating a promise—namely: 
the one which he had made in writing to his 
wife and to his father-in-law, at the time of 
his marriage, that his children should be 
brought up as Roman Catholics.

Prince Ferdinand is still ruler of Bulgaria, 
Alexander of Battenberg has been dead a 
number of years, Dictator Stambuloff was 
murdered at Sofia in the most shocking fash- 
ion, the crime remaining unpunished to this 
day, and though I do not agree with those 
who lay the responsibility of the Bulgarian 
Bismarck’s death at the door of Prince Fer- 
dinand, yet there is no doubt that, like King 
Henry II. when he heard of the slaying of 
Archbishop Thomas & Becket of Canter- 
bury, he was greatly relieved by the news of 
Stambuloff’s death. And Baron Kaulbars, 
who is now a full general, and who has been 
for a considerable time in command of the 
troops at Odessa, is to l the third Russian 
army in Manchuria against the Japs, sub- 
ject, of course, to the direction of the gener 

, Kouropatkin.

Etienne Dumont’s “Souvenir sur Mira- 
beau,” one of the most important contribu- 
tions to the literature of the French revolu- 
tion, has at last been translated into Eng- 
lish.

INTERSTATE LAW CONVENTION | 


WANTS LEGISLATION. 
Desires Restoration of Authority to 
A@just Railroad Freight Rates on 
Traffic Between the States Which 
the Interstate Commpree Commis-~- 
sien Once Enjoyed—Claim Is Made 
That the Commission Is Unable to 
Enforce Its Decisions. 


Washington, D. C., Nov. 21.—[Special.]— 
President Roosevelt was urged today by a 
delegation representing the interstate com- 
merce law convention to use his influence 
with congress to procure legislation con- 
ferring additional powérs upon the 
commerce commission by granting u au- 
thority to fix railroad freight rates on com- 
merce between the states. 

The delegation consisted of Gov. Cummings 
of Iowa, Gov. Van Sant of Minnesota, N. P. 
Bacon of Milwaukee, chairman of the inter- 
state commerce law convention; Frank Bar- 
ry, secretary of the convention; and R. W. 
Higbie of New York, an official of the Na- 
tional Lumber Dealers’ association. 


Ask for More Power. 

Some time ago an appointment was made 
tor the delegation to call on the president, 
and Govs. Cummins and Van Sant, who at- 
tended the convention, were invited to be 
present, as was also Gov. La Follette of 
Wisconsin, who was unable to come to Wash- 
ington this time. The subject of giving the 
commission more power was discussed at 
great length, and much stress was lau upon 
the importance to the business world of giv- 
ing the commission authority to fix rates 
and enforce its decisions. 

President Roosevelt was reminded that 
for ten years prior to 1897 the interstate com- 
merce commission has exercised the power 
to adjust freight rates in order to prevent 
discriminations and allowance rebates, but 
since that time, by reason of a decision of 
the Supreme oourt, this power has been de- 
nied the commission, which ie now almost 
powerless. 


President Is Noncommittal. 

The delegation suggested to the president 
the desirability of discussing the subject in 
his next message to congress, and to recom- 
mend legislation of a character desired en- 
acted by the shippers of the United States.

Philadelphia Shippers So Testify at the 


Hearing of the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission. 


Philadelphia, Pa., Nov. 21.—The interstate 
commerce commission today resumed hear- 
ings in the freight differential rate case. 
The hearings were held in New

For some years past the grain shippers in 
Philadelphia and Baltimore were allowed a 
differential over New York. Warly this year 
the New York lines objected to this differ- 
ential and reduced the rate to that quoted 
by the railroads entering Philadelphia and 
Baltimore. 

This led to a rate war which really existed 
only on paper, as the reductions were made 
when there was no grain moving for export. 
Nevertheless, it caused considerable fric- 
tion, and the Interstate commerce commis- 
sion was called in to decide the question. 
Knapp of the commission 
Erie railroad, whe testified that the differ- 
ential rate deflected business to the points 
where it existe and the only way New York 
could get its share of the trade would be 
by making the freight rate from Minneape- 
lis the same to all eastern seaports. 

I think it would be a good thing for all 
four .cities if the differentials were done 
away with,” said Mr. Chamberlain. He re- 
fused to state, however, why New York was 
fighting so hard to have the rate made the 
same for all roads. 

The Philadelphia representa 
statistics to show that New York exports 
increased under the differential. 

Frank L. Neall, senior member of the firm 
of Peter Wright & Sons, merchants and 
shipping agents, said that Philadelphia wes 
entitled to the differential owing to the su- 
pertor advantages possessed by New York. 
The largest vessels clearing from this port, 
he declared, will not load to within more 
than 2,500 or 3,500 tons of their capacity be- 
cause of the difficulties presented by 100 
miles of shallow river. 

To demonstrate the decrease in the export 
trade from Philadelphia Mr. Neall stated 
that the London, Liverpool, Antwerp, and 
Manchester lines all had reduced the number 
of boats in the service. 

He was still on the stand when the com- 
mission adjourned for the day.
